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HE  COMING  of  the  jet  age  has  served  to  emphasize,  in  a  most  dramatic 
fashion,  Chicago's  role  as  "The  Aviation  Crossroads  of  the  World."  The 
focal    point   of   Chicago's   ascendancy  in  the  jet  age  is  Chicago-O'Hare 
International  Airport,  the  largest  commercial  airfield  in  the  country. 

Chicago-O'Hare  though  not  completed — it  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  1961 — has  demonstrated  the  potential  of  its  capabilities  to  handle  large 
volumes  of  traffic,  for  with  the  close  of  1960,  traffic  figures  showed  that  249,273 
plane  operations  were  logged  and  5,741,109  passengers  were  serviced  by  these 
flights.  In  addition  to  this  passenger  volume,  the  terminal  area  provided  service 
to  734,920  visitors  and  some  287,245  thru  passengers.  That  this  was  accom- 
plished is  all  the  more  amazing  when  it  is  brought  to  mind  that  service  not  only 
remained  uninterrupted  but  had  actually  increased  while  in  the  process  of  build- 
ing a  new  airport  upon  the  top  of  an  old  one. 

This  new  era  promises  to  bring  to  Chicago  a  new  period  of  transportation  his- 
tory unparalleled  by  any  other  city  in  the  world.  Chicago  is  forging  ahead  to 
become  the  "Number  One"  port  of  air  entry,  since  it  is  linked  directly  to  every 
major  city  in  the  country  by  23  domestic  and  foreign  airlines,  and  indirectly  to 
almost  every  major  city  in  the  world. 

While  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport,  as  a  giant  emerging  from  a  deep 
sleep,  was  stirring  to  an  awareness  of  its  role  in  this  new  era,  Chicago  Midway 
Airport,  despite  a  curtailment  of  operations,  due  to  transference  of  flights  by 
the  carriers  to  O'Hare,  continued  to  remain  the  busiest  airport  in  the  nation  by 
a  commanding  margin.   Midway  led  the  nations'  airports  in  three  major  cate- 


gories  namely,  total  operations,  air  carrier  operations  and  instrument  opera- 
tions, with  a  total  of  376,168  operations  and  serving  6,981,667  passengers. 
Due  to  its  size  and  location,  Chicago  Midway  Airport  cannot  be  expanded  to  meet 
the  present  requirements  of  the  jet  age.  Nevertheless,  it  will  always  be  one  of 
the  country's  most  important  airports. 

Chicago's  lakefront  airport  —  Merrill  C.  Meigs  Field  —  also  occupies  an  impor- 
tant place  in  the  history  of  air  transportation.  With  its  single  runway,  107,570 
flights  were  logged  during  1960  and  handled  427,611  passengers.  Meigs  Field 
is  used  primarily  by  business  men  coming  from  other  cities. 

Chicago's  three  airports,  while  having  good  surface  facilities  for  the  speedy 
movements  of  passengers,  are  linked  by  a  Helicopter  line  operating  on  a  trian- 
gular course  for  an  even  faster  transition  of  passengers  from  one  field  to  the 
other. 

During  1960,  the  total  plane  operation  were  738,529  flights,  with  13,150,387 
passengers,  and  in  addition  to  this  plane  and  passenger  volume,  Chicago  airports 
played  host  to  approximately  4,256,750  visitors. 

To  expand  airport  facilities,  to  provide  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  air- 
port users  and  to  provide  for  a  high  degree  of  safety  in  handling  air  traffic,  has 
resulted  in  intensive  planning — the  revision  of  existing  plans  and  the  readjust- 
ments and  modification  of  present  facilities — in  short — Chicago  Airport  facili- 
ties are  undergoing  a  complete  overhaul  to  provide  for  the  comfort,  convenience 
and  safety  of  its  airport  users. 


THE   WORLD'S    BU 


On  December  12,  1949,  by  action  of  the  City  Council,  Chicago  Municipal  Airport  was  re- 
named and  officially  designated  as  "Chicago  Midway  Airport."  This  change  was  deemed 
appropriate  for  by  this  time  Chicago  had  become  the  hub  of  air  transport  and  air  com- 
merce because  of  our  geographic  position  as  a  leader  in  transportation,  and  it  was  felt 
that  Chicago  Midway  was  more  descriptive  and  that  it  would  prominently  identify  so  active 
a  center  of  aviation. 


Chicago  Midway — "The  World's  Busiest  Airport,"  has  been  in  continuous  operation  since 
December  8,  1927.  Chicago  Municipal  Airport,  as  it  was  then  known,  began  operations 
as  an  airport  with  one  cinder  runway  and  the  entire  area  of  the  landing  field  consisted  of 
120  acres.  Today  it  has  grown  to  650  acres  with  seven  active  runways.  Midway  is  located 
on  the  southwest  side  of  the  City  of  Chicago  and  its  physical  boundaries  are  on  the  north 
55th  street,  on  the  south  63rd  street,  on  the  east  Cicero  Avenue  and  on  the  west  Central 
Avenue.

Since  1927,  6,190,852  planes  have  either  landed  or  taken  off  from  Midway  and  have 
rendered  service  to  103,439,215  passengers. 

Despite  a  yielding  to  the  demands  of  Jet  age  travel,  operational  activities  remained  on  a 
high  level  at  Chicago  Midway,  thus  confirming  once  again  its  undeniable  claim  as  the 
"World's  Busiest  Airport."  In  1960,  Midway  logged  376,168  aircraft  operations  and  ren- 
dered service  to  6,981,667  passengers.  These  figures  reveal  a  decrease  of  12.8%  and 
30.46%  in  the  volume  of  traffic  from  1959.  The  decline  of  Midway's  volume  is  the  direct 
result  of  the  jet  air  travel  that  has  burst  upon  the  industry  with  such  startling  effect. 
During  1960,  many  notable  happenings  took  place  at  Midway,  principally  the  arrivals  of 
the  King  and  Queen  of  Denmark  and  Crown  Prince  and  Princess  of  Japan.  Many  of  the 
delegates  to  the  National  Convention  of  the  Republican  Party  arrived  at  Midway  and 


availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  placed  at  their  disposal.  In  August,  a  French  "Cara- 
velle"  jet  transport  landed  at  Chicago  Midway  in  a  preview  to  show  its  feasibility  for  use 
at  fields  with  shorter  runways. 

On  November  21,  the  Chicago  Midway  tower  crew  recorded  the  5  millionth  plane  move- 
ment since  the  Government  agencies  undertook  traffic  direction  seventeen  years  ago. 
No  other  airport  has  approached  this  total  of  landings  and  take-offs. 

To  increase  parking  facilities  and  alleviate  surface  traffic  congestion  at  Midway,  a  deter- 
mination was  made  to  move  Cicero  Avenue  one  block  further  east  between  56th  and  58th 
streets.  This  relocation  of  Cicero  Avenue  would  merge  the  two  parking  lots,  thus  elimi- 
nating pedestrian  crossing  of  a  busy  thorofare  and  increasing  the  parking  capacity  from 


to 


1,270  to  1,800  automobiles.  Along  with  this  beneficial  move  for  the  Airport  users  an- 
other advantage  resulted  in  that  the  relocation  would  permit  an  uninterruped  flow  of  traf- 
fic on  this  busy  thorofare. 

Chicago  Midway  Airport,  since  its  inception  has  pioneered  in  the  practices  and  usages  of 
airport  facilities  that  have  been  the  prototype  of  airports  around  the  nation,  lends  itself  to 
another  first.  This  time  to  establish  the  feasibility  of  jet  air  service  for  fields  with  runways 
shorter  than  the  "conventional  jet  runways."  On  August  15,  a  demonstration  was  held  at 
the  field  when  a  French  Caravelle  jet  transport  plane  landed  at  Chicago  Midway  Airport, 
establishing  the  adaptability  of  most  commercial  airports  to  a  safe  jet  operation. 

In  maintaining  its  position  as  the  world's  busiest  airport,  Midway  handled  376,168  plane 
operations  or  a  flight  every  minute  and  forty  seconds.

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On  November  8,  1945  the  acquisition  by  the  City  of  Chicago  of  the  airport 
site  located  in  the  township  of  Leyden  and  Maine  and  then  known  as  Douglas 
Airport  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council.  Subsequent  to  its  acquisition  the 
airport  site  became  known  as  Chicago  Orchard  Airport  but  on  June  22,  1949, 
by  Council  order  the  official  name  of  Chicago  Orchard  Airport  was  changed  to 
O'Hare  Field,  Chicago  International  Airport. 

This  was  done  to  honor  the  memory  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Edward  H. 
O'Hare,  U.S.  Navy,  who  alone  on  February  20,  1942,  heroically  charged  against 
a  flight  of  enemy  bombers,  destroying  single  handedly  five  of  them  and  who 
thereby  saved  the  Carrier  Lexington  for  which  conduct  the  Congressional 
Medal  of  Honor  was  conferred  upon  him.  Lieutenant  Commander  O'Hare  was 
later  killed  in  action  in  the  Pacific 

On  December  8th,  1958  by  Council  order,  O'Hare  Field,  Chicago  International 
Airport  was  officially  changed  to  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 

The  airport  site  acquired  by  the  City  of  Chicago  was  the  location  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  constructed  aircraft  plant  leased  to  the  Douglas  Aircraft  Com- 
pany, and  adjacent  runways,  taxiways  and  aprons  which  served  as  an  aircraft 
proving  ground  during  World  War  II.  The  entire  tract  consisted  of  1400  acres 
but  the  City  acquired  1081.6  acres  and  the  four  runways  —  the  remaining 
portion  being  retained  by  the  U.  S.  Air  Force. 

Immediately  upon  the  acquisition  of  this  site  planning  was  begun  to  develop 
the  site  as  an  airport  for  civil  aviation. 

By  the  end  of  1956,  the  City  had  improved  the  Field  to  this  extent:  A  new 
NW/SE  runway  8,000  ft.  x  200  ft.,  a  segment  of  a  proposed  Terminal  Build- 
ing, a  Control  Tower,  aircraft  parking  aprons,  a  central  heating  plant  and  an 
automobile  parking  lot. 

While  considerable  progress  in  the  development  of  O'Hare  had  been  made  up 
to  this  point,  it  was  felt  that  what  had  been  accomplished  was  none  the  less 
inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  new  development  in  the  aviation 
industry,  namely  the  use  of  jet  aircraft  as  a  commercial  carrier.  Studies  were 
instituted  immediately  to  determine  this  need  and  how  best  the  existing  in- 
stallations could  be  adopted  to  the  changes  necessary  to  provide  for  the  new 
mode  of  air  travel. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  study  and  its  resultant  findings,  work  was  begun 
to  fashion  what  will  be  the  finest  commercial  jet  airport.  The  cost  of  this  build- 
ing and  expansion  program  was  estimated  at  $120,000,000  and  is  being 
financed  by  means  of  a  Revenue  Bond  issue,  whereby  liquidation  is  guar- 
anteed by  the  user  airlines  thus  providing  Chicago  with  the  finest  of  Jet  Air- 
ports at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers.

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5,691,446  passengers  passed  through  Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport  during 
1960.  In  1959,  which  was  felt  to  be  a  good  year,  passenger  traffic  reached  a  level  of 
2,156,755,  arriving  and  departing  passengers,  was  made  to  appear  unrealistic  by 
this  163.8  per  cent  increase  for  1960.  The  same  story  can  be  told  of  scheduled  plane 
operations,  for  here  there  was  an  increase  of  109.1  per  cent  over  1959  represent- 
ing 162,568  flights  in  and  out  of  Chicago-O'Hare.  The  upsurge  of  traffic  is  the  direct 
resultant  of  the  first  full  year  of  jet  operation. 

Inter-Continental  flights  on  a  non-stop  basis  were  assured  when  the  extension  of  the 
Northwest-Southeast  runway  to  11,600  feet  was  put  into  operation.  In  addition  to 
the  runway  extension  of  the  parking  lot  was  enlarged  to  accommodate  2100  cars. 

The  International  plane  movement  for  1960  totaled  3518  carrying  124,144 
passengers. 

From  the  small  beginning  of  jet  operations  in  March  of  1959  with  a  one  flight  a  day 
operation,  it  has  grown  to  a  point  where  there  is  an  average  of  188  flights  daily. 

Work  progress  on  the  expansion  of  the  airport  has  been  progressing  at  a  rate  that 
is  very  satisfactory.  However,  much  implementation  had  to  be  devised  in  order  to 
insure  a  smoothness  of  operation,  and  the  handling  of  passengers  and  visitors  to 
the  airport  during  this  period  of  construction.  The  intense  air  activity  at  Chicago- 
O'Hare  during  the  past  year  has  earned  for  the  airport  a  rating  as  the  16th  busiest 
airport  in  the  nation.

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MEIGS    FIELD    TERMINAL 


The  increased  utilization  of  Meigs  Field  make  the  present  building  inadequate,  requir- 
ing the  construction  of  a  new  terminal  building  so  that  present  traffic  and  any  future 
growth  could  be  handled  in  a  more  spacious  and  comfortable  atmosphere. 

In  September  1960,  contracts  were  awarded  for  the  construction  of  a  new  building. 
It  will  be  located  slightly  south  of  the  present  old  frame  terminal  building.  It  will  be  of 
fireproof  construction,  two  stories  high,  and  will  contain  the  facilities  necessary  for 
operation  of  the  airfield,  together  with  facilities  needed  for  handling  of  approximately 
300,000  passengers  per  year  who  are  estimated  to  be  served  by  the  Chicago  Heli- 
copter Airways. 

The  building  will  include  a  Pilots'  Lounge  and  related  facilities,  a  FAA  Weather  Room, 
Offices  for  the  Manager  of  the  Airport,  a  Public  Restaurant  and  Coffee  Shop,  and  a 
base  Service  Operator. 

The  building  will  be  of  a  unique  architectural  design  which  will  further  enhance  Chi- 
cago's prestige  in  the  field  of  architecture,  and  will  be  a  monument  to  Chicago's  mag- 
nificent lakefront. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  building  will  be  the  two-story  high  main  Waiting  Room 
which  will  contain  a  mezzanine  reached  by  a  scissor  type  ornamental  stair. 

The  building  will  have  terrazzo  floors,  ceramic  tile  walls,  heat  absorbing  glass,  acous- 
tical treatment;  it  will  contain  an  extensive  public  address  system,  and  will  be  com- 
pletely air  conditioned. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  will  consist  of  panels  of  quartzite  faced  precast  concrete 
which  will  be  floodlighted  at  night  for  maximum  public  relations  effect.  On  the  air- 
port side  of  the  building  a  full  length  promenade  will  be  provided  for  public  use.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


1.  Records  are  not  available  at  this  time  to  show  the  cost  of  buildings, 
improvements,   and  equipment  at  Chicago  Midway  Airport  and 
Merrill  C.  Meigs  Field.     Because  of  this  fact  no  balance  sheet  has 
been  published  for  these  airports  and  no  reference  to  depreciation 
or  interest  on  City  investment  has  been  included  in  the  statements 
presented.     A  financial  supplement  will  be  published  when  such 
Information  Is  available. 

2.  No  Information  was  available  for  1960  concerning  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  office  payroll  and  other  expenses  applicable  to  Midway 
and  Meigs  Airports.     Consequently,  the  amount  shown  for  1959 
was  eliminated  from  the  statements  to  make  them  comparative. 

The  1959  figures  for  allocations  of  expenses  for  pensions  and  work- 
men's compensation  pertaining  to  the  Law  Department  payroll  have 
also  been  adjusted  because  of  the  above  elimination. 

3.  The  statements  for  Chlcago-O'Hare  International  Airport  have  been 
prepared  on  a  basts  consistent  with  the  previous  year  and  reflect 
the  requirements  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Ordinance  of  December  29, 
1958. 

The  apportionment  of  workmen's  compensation  and  employer's 
liability  Insurance  and  provision  for  pensions  between  direct  and 
allocated  expenses  has  been  made  In  direct  proportion  to  direct 
and  allocated  payroll. 

4.  The  O'Hare  ordinance  provides  that  "airport  expense"  for  the 
purpose  of  computing  flight  fees  collectible  from  the  airlines, 
shall  Include  a  charge  for  Interest  on  funds  of  the  City  Included 
In  property,   equipment,   and  deferred  engineering  costs.     For 
the  year  ended  December  31,    1960,   $509,424.00  was  charged  In 
this  respect. 

5.  Work  to  be  performed  under  uncompleted  contracts  In  force  at 
December  31,    1960,   at  O'Hare  aggregated  $51,017,605.00.
